Feet, the Servants of 
Man, Néed Some of the 
Care Lavished on _ the 
Face and Hands 


HICH direction shall we set 

the ball of discussion rolling 
today? Oh, yes, “scalded feet,” 
“tetter on the hands” call for 
attention to those who suffer 
from this 
wretchednes s 
of ‘three X= 
tremities In 
my climate 
this is a good 
time of the 
year to de- 
velope either 
orf. ‘tebe see 
troubles. 

It seems 
that a good, 
old-fashioned 
ankle sup- 
porting 
health pro- 
tecting high 
topped shoe is no longer made. 
Of course. it is not the manu- 
facturer’s fault. He makes any- 
thing we will wear. But even the 
people on the relief rolls com- 
plain that no high topped shoes 
are furnished. 


Then the low shoes must be 
tied more snugly to keep out the 
snow and cold and a heavier sock 
or stocking worn inside of the 
tight shoelacing.

Sculded feet mean that the 
circuiation is impaired for some 
reason and the feet are too 
warmly dressed.

Pineapple Juice Adds Fresh, 


New Flavor to Old Recipes 


By JUDITH WILSON 


F YOU want to add a delightful 

new flavor and freshness to 
your own tried and true recipes 
or wish to experiment with some 
sure-fire new ones, ouy yourself 
a supply of canned pineapple 
juice and get busy. Pineapple 
juice is becoming increasingly 
popular in this country. Not only 


is it a perfect breakfast appetiz- 
er, but it adds a delicate anda 
subtle flavor to desserts, ices, 
pastries and meat dishes. 


Many homemakers like to buy 
it by the case, and keep several 
cans always chilling in the re- 
frigerator for a quick cocktail, 
fruit cup or dessert, Try pineap- 
ple juice in the following recipes 
and see how good it is! 

Fruit Stuffing 

Pare, core and choy finely four 
large apples. Blend with two 
cups dry bread crumbs, one tea- 
spoon powdered sage, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
paprika and the grated rind of a 
lemon. Moisten with one cup of 
pineapple juice and use to stuff 
the cavity of a duck, goose or 
boned shoulder of pork. 

Veal Cutlets Hawaiian 


Wash one cup of che long- 
grained rice and put to cook in 
three and one-half cups pineap- 
ple juice to which fuur table- 
spoons of butter, one srnall onion 
chopped fine and salt .and pep- 
per have been added. ASs soon as 
the rice is tender, remove from 
the fire and cool slightly, then 
stir in one-half cup of grated 
cheese and two cups cooked 
chicken or veal. Add a teaspoon 
of Worcestershire sauce or a few 
drops of tabasco if you want a 
highly seasoned cutlet. 


Shape into croquettes or cut- 
let shapes. roll in cracker crumbs, 
then in egg yolk beaten with fwo 
tablespoons milk and again in 
cracker crumbs Fry in deep fat 
until golden brown. Drain on 
brown paper and serve piping 
hot on a platter and serve with 
a white sauce that has been 
made savory by the addition of 
one teaspoon chopped parsiey. 
one teaspoon finely chopped 
green pepper. and one-half ica- 
spoon chopped scallion or chives 
and one chopped hard-cooked 
ege Garnish the platter with 
parsley and slices or wedges of 
tomato. 

Pineapple leebox Cake 


Whip one cup of crear: until 
very stil, add one-half teaspoon 
vanilla and set in a cool place, 
Dissolve two tablespoons pow- 
dered gelatin in four tablespoons 
water over hot water, stir in) wo 
cups pineapple juice, one-half 
cup sugar, six drops lemou juice 
and the grated rind of a iemon 
and gernish with a pinch of salt. 
Place the bowl containing the 
mixture in a pan of cracked ice 
and beat until the mixtiuic Le- 
gins to thicken, ‘Then aud the 
whipped cream and thier slices 
of pincapple cut into smal 
pieces.

Chill the juice thoroughly and 
have your glasses cold shake the 
can well before opening.

QUESTION: “How should the 
teu service be arranged on a tea 
wagon?—Mrs. L.P.”

MOTHER'S TALK 
HIDE THOUGHTS

“IPOBBY never talks about 
himself.” That’s his moth- 
er’s plaint. Other children with 
lower marks in school and far 
less to brag about make lively 
talk of their affairs. But Bobby 
just sits back and lets them get 
all the credit while he chews his 
underlip or nibbles a fingernail. 
To understand Bobby you have 
to know his mother. Physically 
they are of the same type, long 
and thin. They even look alike; 
but that is as far as the resem- 
blance goes, for in personality 
they are directly opposite. Moth- 
er is an enthusiastic talker. de- 
cided in her likes and dislikes.

GOOD husband ‘has been @ 
good son, a woman can de- 
pend on that. In the case of the 
man discussed in today’s letter 
there may be no excuse for his 
attitude, and 
he may have 
good reason 
for it. Fam- 
ilies have 


‘been known 


to abuse 
their privi- 
leges. They 
have been 
too exacting 
and have 
made dc- 
mands that 
even the best 
son in the 
world would 
resent. 

“Dear Mrs. Martin:—I have a 
very peculiar problem for your 
consideration and possible co- 
operation in solving. While it 
may not seem like much to you 
this same problem threatens my 
domestic life. For some months 
past my husband has refused to 
have much to do with his rela~ 
tives. He says he is sick of hear- 
ing about their troubles and 
lending them money that they 
do not repay. He says the rela- 
tive business is worked to death, 
that the responsible members of 
any family always get the worst 
of it, whfle the grafters go ‘round 
talking about family ties and all 
that sort of thing. In this situ- 
ation I get the worst of every- 
thing.
